May, he begaw again to find weakneſs in his Stomach, which 
in a few days ſo grew apon him, thar he loſt his Limbs againz 
and on the 12th, of M:y in the Morning, having lain-ſome 
days and nights in cold Sweats, as heretofore at Dorcheſter > 
He was again Sciſed with Conyulſions, firſt lying four Hours 
with his Eyes fixed to Heaven, nor ſpeaking one word, nor 
in the leaft moving himſclf, ny ſelf, and Friends, weeping 
by him, at laſt he ſpake ro vs with a very Audible Voice: 
{ Weep not for me, my Work is done | and ſeemed to be 
full of Matter to utrer ro us, but was imediarely feiſed with z 
cerrible Convulfion, which was fad to bchold; it ſo altered 
his Countenance, and put him into ſuch Sweats, that *rwas 
ſtrange to ſee how the drops lay and run down his Face, and: 
Hands, and Body : This held him two Hours or more, 
cealtd, but he was left by ir without any Senſe; and in 4 
quarter of an Hour, or little ore, fell into another, in'which 
he Ratled, and was Cold, ſo thar we apprehended every 
Breath would be his 14ſt. The Phyfitian who was then by. 
him, accounted his Pulſe to be gone, and that hegwould be 
Dead ina few minutes : But the Lord ſhewed his Power here. 
once again in Raifing him, ſo thar many thar-came and faw. 
him, that heard the next day he was Alive, would not be- 
lieye till rhey'came and faw him again: Theſe violent Fits. 
wenr off abour Twelvea Clecck, and he Revived, but had no 
Senſe roConverſe with us till the next day, nor did he per-. 
fealy Recovegthem Four days afrer,, And then was as before, 
and ſo continued very Weak till y, no ſtrength, coming. 
into his Hands, or Legs; fog the moſt part. Confined to his 
Bed, bur till” Chearful in his Spirit, and free to. Diſcourſe 
with any that came to Vifir him, as long as he was able. 

Bur the Lord had yet more Work for him to do: T ſecin 
himlie ſo hopeleſs as ro his Life, or Limbs, and conſidering 
che Pinter was drawing on .apace, I propoſed it ro the Do- 
ors to have him to the Bath; ſome were for it,. others. 
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againſt itz acquainting my Huſband with it, he was mitich 


-pleaſed with ir, and fo earneſt in it, that I tent immediately 


t© Bath for a Horſe-Litter, and the Lord was pleaſed ſtrange- 
ly ro appear in ſtrengrhening him for his Journey 3 ſo that he 
that had not in many weeks been out of his Bed and Cham- 
ber, was able in t\vo days, to reach near Forty Miles ( bur 
when we came to Bath, the DoRors there ſeemed to be mwch 
amazed, to behold ſuch an Obje&, profefiing rhey never ſaw 
the like) much wondering how he was cume Alive ſuch a 
Journey, and doubred much to pur him in : Bur hc kaving 
tried all Atiificial Baths, and Oyncments, and Plaiſters be- 
fore, nz reſolved againſt their Judgments, to adventure

At his firſt apyearing inthe B2th,being waſted ro Skin and 
Fore, tome ot the Ladies were aflrigy.ced, as if Death had 
been come in among them, and couid nor endure to look to» 
wa; ds him. F 
The firſt rime he went in, he was able to ſtay bur a little 
white, bur was much refreſhed, and had no Symtom of his 
Fits, which we feared the Bath might have cauſed again : 
hrough the bleſſing cf the Lord vpon this means, withour 
atly rhrig el ſe,excepr his drinking of G-2ts-Milkz he that was 
nt able to go norftand, nor move a Finger, could inthree 
Weeks time, walk abour his Chamber, ard Feed himſelf, 
his im ir Appetite was again Reſtored,and his Strength {> 
Thcr-aſed, that there ſeemed no doubt ro the Phyfitians of his 
fu!l Ferovery, hehaving nor the leaſt Sign of any Inchination 
ro, Lis Fits, from the 12th, of May, t:ll h's Death drew 


In this time of his being in Bath, his Soul was far more

ketd him, and converſed with him; diſcerncd® ſenſibly his 
Growth z and he was inthe nights,and days, ſo frequently with 
God, and often in ſuch Raviſkments of Spirir, from the Joys 
and Confolations that he received from the Spirit of God, thar 
it was oftentimes more than he could.expreſs, or 1s Bodi] 
frrength could bear; ſo that for my own part, I had leſs 
fiepes of his continuance on Earth, thanever before: For I 
perceived plainly the Lord had ſpared him bur to recover 
firength of Grace, and to make him a more —

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ſtance of his ſingular; Love, before he took him hence, 

He being now more chearful than formerly, and more ex- 
_ceedingly AﬀeRignare- in his Carriage to me, and'to all his 
Friends, eſpecially with thoſe that were moſt Heavenly, the 
Lord was pleaſed ro order itn his Providence; there were ma- 
ny ſuch chen who came ro uſe the Bath, as Mr. Paircloggh, 
and his Wife, Mr. Hww, of Torrington, Mr. Foftph | Barnard, 
and his Wife, and ſeveral of our Taunton Friends, and of 
Briſtol Miniſters, and others, which was a great comfort to 
us, in that ſtrange and wicked place. big; 

His parrs ſeemed to be more quick in his Converſes, whar- 
ever he was put upon eirher by Schollars, or thoſe that were 
more Inferiour. He had manVifitors there, both of Strangers 
and Friends, who were willing ro ſee tim, and diſcourſe with 
him, having heard whar a monument of Mercy he was; and 
he would to all of them, fo Amplifie upon all che Paſlages of 
Gods dealings with him, as was very pleaſant to all that heard 
him; and did affe& many that were ſttangers ro. God, and 
to Religion, as well as to him. 
 Hefound much favour even among rhe worſt, both 
and others ( ſuch as would make a ſcoffat Religion, or holy 
Diſcourſe from others ) would hearken tohim. Though he 
did often faithfully reprove many for their Oarhs, -and ex- 
ceſs in Drinking, their Laſcivious Carriages, which he obſer- 
ved in the Bath; and there was none of them, bur «did moſt 
thankfully accept it from him, and ſhewed him more reſpe& 
after, than they had done before : In which he obſerved much 
of Gods goodneſs ro him, and would often ſay ro me: O! 
how good is it to be faithful to God, TheMvileſt of theſe Per- 
ſons, as I was by ſeveral informed, ſa'd of him, thac he ne- 
ver fpake with ſuch a man in his life, 33 

His Reproofs were managed with ſo much reſpe& to their 
Perſons, and the honourable eſteem he had of cheir Dignity, 
that they ſaid, they could not but accept his Reproofs, Hough 
very cloſe and plain ; and his way was, ſometime before 
intended to reprove them, he would often in the_Bath Con- 
verſe with them, of things that might be tabing with them ;

He was a very tender Maſter to his Servants, every way

Y Ou area great Jey ro me. I know not what thanks r9 
render to the-jLord for you, when I hear of your 
Conſtancie, and Fidiliry, and Zeal, in adhering to him, and 
his Ways, even in ſuch atime as this, you are highly favour- 
£d, Bleſſed be the Lord God of 1/rae!, that he hath regard- 
ed the low Eſtates of his Servants : That he ſhould ever 
Indulge you as he hath, and Hover over you, even as the 
Eagle ſtirreth up her Neſt, and fluttereth over her Young, 
ſpreadeth abroad her Wings, taketh them, bearerh them on 
her Wings, for ſo hath the Lord your God dealt with You.: 
He hath kept you as-the Apple of his Eye, and fince the 
Streams of Cherith were dried up, yet to this day he hath 
not ſuffered 'the handful of Meal to waſte, nor the Oyl in 
the Cruſe to fail, but (though you have no certainty to truſt 
roo ) hath continually provided for you to the full.

ters, from which 1 truſt m+ ſoul and others may reap no 
ſmall benefit. Much more do 1owe you for | our common 
reſpeQs to the people of my deſires ; and not only to 
them, but tothe whole Church of God in all whoſe 
concernments, | ſee, 101 are concerned. Your indefa- 
tigable labours with us, we do with all thankfulneſs ac- 
cept, as the undoubred evidence of your great love, For 
all which, may he requite you , who will ſhortly ſav, Is 
as much-as thou didft it unto the leaft of theſe my Brethren ,thom 
didft it uuto me. .
